2, Thirty-two to thirty-five fighters (low-wing monoplanes with 
vadial engine, landing gear retracting inward) were parked on 
the landing field of the ALT~LOENNEJITZ (N 52/2 84) airfield. 
Five fighters of the same type landed during the morning. Some 
of the fighters had red, others white, propeller hubs. A bi~ 
plane was marked with the Soviet star, a diagonal white stripe, 
and the white number 1. 


3. A radio truck with a 20-foot rod antenna was parked at the 
eastern end of the runway, another one north of the hangars.
